FIDELIO 


(Beethoven) 


Florestan, Leonora’s husband, has been imprisoned in an underground 
cell by his enemy, the prison governor Pizarro, and Leonora is resolved to 
free him. Disguised as a man under the name of Fidelio, she obtains 
employment with Rocco, whose daughter Marzelline falls in love with the 
supposed youth. 

Act One, Scene 1. The grounds of the chief jailer’s house. The janitor 
Jacquino, who has long been in love with Marzelline, tries to persuade her to 
accept his hand, but her heart belongs only to Fidelio. Jacquino’s impetuous 
wooing is interupted by a knocking at the door. He goes to open it; Rocco and 
then Fidelio enter. Rocco likes his young helper and is quite willing to accept 
him as a son-in-law. Leonora asks Rocco to trust her completely, since she 
wants to help him in looking after all the prisoners. Rocco agrees, but tells her 
there is one prisoner that he cannot let her see; in any case, this one wiil not 
live much longer, since on the governor’s orders he is given hardly any food. 
Leonora guesses that this unfortunate man is her husband Florestan. 

Scene 2. The prison courtyard. Pizarro is warned by a letter that the 
Minister is coming, unannounced, to inspect the prison, and decides to have 
Florestan killed, to prevent his being found. Since Rocco refuses to murder 
Florestan, Pizarro resolves to kill his hated enemy himself. Rocco is to diga 
grave in Florestan’s dungeon, so that the body can be buried there. Leonora , 
senses that something terrible is about to happen. At her request, Rocco has 
the doors of the prison opened and lets the prisoners into the courtyard. To 
her deep disappointment Leonora fails to find Florestan among them, but 
Rocco promises to take her with him to the unfortunate man who is to die 
that day. Pizarro returns in a fury because Rocco has let the prisoners out 
into the courtyard. 

Act Two, Scene 1. An underground dungeon. Florestan is in chains; in a 
delirium he sees Leonora beside him, leading him to freedom; he then sinks 
back, unconscious. Rocco and Leonora descend into the dungeon and start to 
dig the grave. Florestan recovers consciousness and asks for bread and water. 
Now Leonora recognises him, but controls herself with a great effort, for she 
must not yet disclose her identity. Rocco allows her to give the unfortunate 
man some bread and wine. Pizarro now enters; before raising his dagger to 
strike, he reveals his identity to Florestan. Leonora throws herself between 
them, and Pizarro tries to tear away the young man. With the cry ‘Tot ’erst 
sein Weib! (First kill his wife!) she holds back Pizarro. Leonora firmly draws 
a pistol, but at that moment a trumpet call rings out and Jacquino announces 
the Minister’s arrival. Pizarro hurries out to meet him, and, left alone, 
Leonora and Florestan render thanks for their great good fortune — their 
‘namenlose Freude’ (‘joy beyond all telling‘) — on being finally reunited. 

Scene 2. The square in front of the prison. The Minister grants the prisoners 
their freedom in the king’s name, and is deeply moved to recognise in 
Florestan the friend he had long thought dead. He hears from Rocco of 
Leonora’s heroic action, and declares that she must release her husband from 
his chains. Pizarro is led away by the guards. Deeply affected and exalted by 
what has passed, all join in a chorus of rejoicing: ‘Wer ein holdes Weib 
errungen’ (‘He whom such a wife has cherished’).
